Dowell. the ladv on whose behalf the collections
were mado On Satur Jay, Mr. Mann stated that he
had examined the ca, and satiath'd hi nine t as to
the manner in wh cii Mr. ftieKlwee had performed
the duty of distributing this 'particular chantv. and
he was ennnnco ' that no on me had been committed
in retaining the S21 60 now in dispute.

Mr. McElwee was not a oierk, agont, or sorvant ol
the party, and could not bo responsible under the
act ot Assembly or the common law, nor could he
be held tor larceny as bailee. But apart irom all
this, it was duo to Mr. Mcblwee to say that ho meant
no wrong. Ho bel eved that he was doing his duty
to the pub'io, ami he anted conscientiously in the
distribution ot this lund, as he believed that he had
the r glit to exerelso a discretion.

Mr Jimkiii. on behall ot Mr. McElwee disclaimed
any intention to defraud Mrs. Dowoil. He felt, how-
ever, that under the peculiar circumstances of the
cave, and the g'ave churgo that pud been preferred
a tan st him. tnat a pubic roiutution was roqutred.
lr. Junkln re'errorl to the fact that Mr tlcKlwen

bad relieved deserving poop e out of iho fund which
iormed the subject ol dispute here. Mr. Mcfcliweo

It us havo oleared away tho mists o' this case.
Never was a man so unjustly, so utucinUty assailed.
